The develop 
ments of the next year and a half will 
be watched with interest. 


Within a few weeks the Reveille 


opened its batteries, and for it the 
situation changed so that there was 
no need of watching developments 
for the next year and a half. 


IinmlBratloii Prospects. 


In the Bulletin of Tuesday was the 


following item of general interest: 


It IB erpsjoted that next year will 


see a very large immigration into 
California, and that, too, of the very 
belt class of people. 
It Is reported 


that a very lively interest in this 
State has been excited in the West- 
ern and Northwestern States, and 
that men of means and prominence 
have began to look to California as a 
home. The exhibits of California 
productions in Chicago has done 
much to excite this interest, and the 
work of immigration agents abroad 
will, it is expected, show good effects, 
next year. But in Germany the effort 
to induce emigration to California 
has to be made in the face of the 
Government opposition, No pamph- 
lets are allowed to 1)3 distributed, 
and a short time ago 20,000 books 
issued by the Central Pacific Bail- 
road's agent wero seized and de 
atroyed. The land sales of the rail- 
road from January 1st to Saturday 
last aggregate $714.000, and it is 
thought that the transfers of land in 
this State daring the same time ag- 
gregate 83,000,000. 


Au issue i* made upon civil ssnice 


reform iu one State. Ordinarily the 
conventions of the two paities either 
ignore the subject or strive to rival each 
other in glittering generalities in favor 
of reform in the abstract. But in New 
Jersey, the Democratic Convention had 
the honesty to avow its opposition to 
the competitive plan for taking th« offi- 
ces out of politics, and the candidate 
whom it nominated for Governor, in hii 
speech accepting the position, bluntly 
said that if elected he should "reward 
those who do the work" of the cam- 
paign. The Republicans, 111 their plat 
form, congratulate the country on "th 
successful application of the principle 
of genuine civil service r«fonn m the 
national administration," aud favorci 
the application of the system to th< 
State Government. The voters wh< 
believe in reform have a chance to pu 
iu a little work in New Jersey to show 
that they are in earnest.
